matter of right or privilege, and I 
think we all realize that the day has 
come when democracy Is being put 
upon its final test. The old world is 
just now suffering- from a wanton re- 
jrfction of the principle of democracy 
and a substitution of the prlciple of 
autocracy as asserted in the name, but 
without the authority and sanction o£ 
thD multitude. 
This is the time of 
all others when democracy should 
prove its purity and its spiritual pow- 
er to prevail. It Is surely the mani- 
fest destiny of the United States to 
lead in the attempt to make this spirit 
prevail.

U. S. Is Example 


"There are two ways in which the 


United States can assist to accomplish 
this great object 
First, by offering 


the example within her own borders

and yet at the same time safeguard

example, against the Orders in Coun- 
cil of Great Britain and the arbitrary 
Napoleonic decrees which involved us 
in what we know as the war of 1812.

"I reluctantly vetoed the budget bill 


passed by the last session of the con- 
gress because of a constitutional ob- 
jection.

In the re- 
vised form I believe that the bill, cou- 
pled with action already taken by the 
congress to revise its rules and pro- 
cedure, furnishes the foundations for 
an effective national budget system. 
I earnestly hope therefore, that one 
of the first steps tnkcn by the pres- 
ent session of the congress will be to 
prss the budget bill. 
"The nation's finances have shown 


marked improvement during the past 
year. The total ordinary receipts of 
56 634,000,000 for the fiscal year 1920 
exceeded those for 1019 by $1,542.000.- 
000. while the total net ordinary ex- 
penditures decreased from $18.514.000,- 
000 to $6,403.000,000. 
The gross pub- 


lic debt, which reached,its 
highest 


point on August 31, 1919, when it was 
526 590.000,000 had 
dropped 
on No- 


vember 30, 1920, to »24,175,000,000. 


War Securities 


"There also has been a marked"de- 


crease in holdings of government war 
securities by the banking- institutions 
of the 
country as well 
as In the 


amount of bills held by the Federal 
Reserve banks secured by government 
war obligations. 
This fortunate re- 


sult has relieved the banks and left 
them freer to finance the needs of ag- 
riculture, industry and commerce. It 
has been due in large part to the re- 
duction of the public debt, especially 
of the floating debt, but more partic- 
ularly to the improved distribution of 
government securities among perma- 
nent Investors. ' 
"The cessation of the government s 


borrowings except through short term 
certificates of Indebtedness* has been 
a matter of great consequence to the 
people of the country at large, as well 
as to the holders of Liberty bonds and 
Victory notes, and has had an import- 
ant bearing on the matter of effective 
credit control. The year 
has been 


characterized by the progressive with- 
drawal of the treasury from the do- 
mestic credit market and from a po- 
sition of dominant Influence In that 
market. The future course will nec- 
essarily depend upon tho extent to 
which economies are 
practiced and 


upon the 
burdens placed upon the 
treasury, as well as upon industrial 
developments and tho maintenance of 
tax receipts at a 
sufficiently 
high 


level. 
"The fundamental 
fact 
which at 


present dominates the government's 
financial situation Is that seven and 
a half billions of its war indebted- 
ness mature within the next two and 
a half years. Of this amount, two and 
a half billions are floating debt and 
five billions victory notes and war sav- 
ings certificates.' The fiscal program 
of the 
government must be 
deter- 


mined with reference to these matur- 
ities. Sound policy demands that the 
government expenditures 
be reduced 


to the lowest amount which will per- 
mit the various services to operate ef- 
ficiently and that government receipts 
from taxes and salvage bn maintain- 
ed sufficiently high to provide for cur-

augural Week in Wash-

national capital. The festivities and 
ceremony will come on March 4 but 
to all intents and purposes, the arrival 
of President-elect Harding marks the 
beginning of the .new regime, 
llio 
republicans are already in control of 
both houses of congress and are fu.ly 
organized, so they need only take 
their cue i'or the present session from 
the new leader of the party. 
When Mr. Harding, moreover, ap- 


points his cabinet, the new heaas of 
the departments will be able to L'W 
familiar with the executive bureaus 
of the government without waiting 
for March 4. 
But *e important, 


thing about this week is the spirit 
with which' the republicans are ap- 
proaching the-ir new responsibilities. 
They realize that much progress can 
be made by way of public hearings 
and coin-.rittee meetings in formulat- 
ing a basic program of legislation tor 
tho extra session of congress to bo, 
called 'bv Mr. Harding Immediately 
after Jic" takes the oath of oflme. 
Mystery In \Yliite House 
There is already a disposition on 


the part o£ the democrats to .defer 
to the republicans and to put no ob- 
structions in their path. 
Thus the 
session of congress which has just 
opened may bo more productive than 
was first anticipated. .It is °nl/ '" 
the executive mansion itself that tl.e 
clement of mystery and doubt re- 
mains. Up to Monday when congress 
convened the newspaper correspond- 
ents were unaware ujiethei- the pres- 
ident would send hls*mesange to con- 
gress or come to the capitol himself 
to deliver it. 
Indeed, the message 
it self had not even been sent to Im- 
printers or advance coplos of it given 
to the various' press associations to 
bo held for release, as has been tlio 
custom in' the past. 
. 
Back of all this is a drama which 
the public is not permitted to see. 
Woodrow Wilson is struggling against 
the advice of physicians- who have 
not thought it wise for him to appeal- 
in person in congress. It was against 
the advice ofjihysicians that he took 
the famous western trip which re^ 
suited in his nervous breakdown.. His 
advisers say he is well enough to de- 
liver the message but they see no 
reason to take a risk the excitement 
of which may- bring on a relapse. 
Still Hopes for league 


' Still cherishing the idea that he 
may-be able to round out Jiis admin- 
istration with a concrete 
achieve- 
ment for world peace, Mr. Wilson 
wants action by the present congress 
on the treaty and league of nations- 
covenant . Ho has been urged to send 
it back to the senate with compro- 
mise suggestions. 
Most of his ad- 


visers favor such a course. They de- 
clare that the republicans may ig- 
nore the treaty but .the, record of the 
democratic administration will thus 
have been completed. 
Characteristically silent, Mr. \Vil- 


son has kept his own counsel and 
given no Inkling/of his plans to any- 
one. Even White House officials pro- 
fessed absolute ignorance of the pres- 
ident's intentions and did not say as 
they have so often in the past that 
they knew but were forbidden to tell. 
The fact of-'tho matter is that tho 
trag-edy of the White House is the 
single .cloud •.that overhangs Wash- 
ington ae-'^he-new congress convenes. 
ITew people know how the president 
is getting along. 
'Only the vaguest 
Sing of information comes from the 
White House, chiefly because there 
is little to tell. 
He Just Drifts Along 
Mr. Wilson 'drifts along with- a 
minimum of. work and a maximum 
of rest and quiet. He is more soli- 
tary than ever. 
He holds few con- 
ferences, sees his 
cabinet 
officers 
rarelv, and transacts business in the 
inner sanctum without any out ward 
evidence. 
His recommendations to 
congress are made up by his cabinet 
officers, who. are really runnirrg the 
government. Sympathy .for the pi os- 
ident is growing as he struggles to 
overcome obstacles ot ill health and 
finish, out his term. He is said to bn 
in. much better condition than a year 
ago and better able to function nrf 
head oE the government than he was. 
But he Is necessarily inactive. 


BOILER OWNERS 
ARE GIVEN 
WARNING 


Madison, Dec. 7.—Owners of boil- 
ers of 10 or more horse power are 
advised by -the state industrial com- 
mission to have them inspected at 
once, unless they are regularly tested 
by boiler Insurance companies, Sec- 
retary 13. E. Wltte said today. 
The 
recent explosion at Stoughton which 
resulted in five deaths and three seri- 
ous injuries, is pointed to as'an-.illus- 
tratlon of tho possible effect of negli- 
gence. 
"In the past the owners or unin- 
sured boilers have .frequently object- 
ed to inspection, claiming that they 
could test the boilers themselves, .. 
the secretary said. 
"This has been 
particularly true of the owners of 
cheese 
factories 
and 
- creameries. 


Since the explosion in the plant of 
the Sto-jghton and Marketing com- 
pany on Nov. 2-1, however, the com- 
mission "has been flooded with., re- 
quests for an investigation." 
Statistics of the' commission snow 
that one in" every seven boilers is de- 
fective, ar.d also the commission has 
found that there are many boilers in 
tho state in just as dangerous a con- 
dition as was the one at Stoughton. 
Testa by anyone not a trained boiler 
inspector carrying . a certificate 
of 
competency from the state are worth- 
less, Mr. Wltte said. 
The law re- 
quires -that Inspectii, 
shall.be held 
each year, with it 'the duty of the 
owners to notify the commission that 
they desire tests/ Inspections are also 
required 
before 
uny-second-hand 


boiler may be installed or used. 
The Stoug.hton explosion was the 


second one within a year, it was 
said. In 1019 a boiler exploded 
at 


Laval, in a creamery, killing the pro- 
prietor and his one employe. In that 
case, as in tlie Stoughton case, the 
boiler hod not been inspected. 
It 
was found that the boiler at Stough- 
ton was second-hand, and had.been 
In use 16' years for heating purposes_ 
with only five to 10 pounds pressure. 
This liad been converted into a power 
boiler carrying 40 pounds of pressure 
without test.

From there on through 
railroad grounds and along land we 
own on the bank of Rock River a 
street has been located but no im- 
provements made.

travels down River street to Lot 5

Tlie estimates for the pres- 
ent year show that over a billion dol- 
lars of expenditures were authorized 
by the last bonsress in addition to tho 
amounts shown In the usual compiled 
statements of appropriations.

Congress meets the first Monday tn 


December each year. 
A new House 


of Jtcpresentatives ii> organized every 
odd numbered year. The clerk of the 
preceding House calls the roll of the 
members properly chosen. If a quor- 
um is present, they proceed to elect R 
speaker. After his election, he takes 
the oath of office, p.ml then adminis- 
ters it to the other members. 
Then 


follows the election of a chief clerli 
who is responsible for 
keeping 
the 


minutes of the house, a aerifeant-at- 
arms, who keeps' order, 
a chaplain 


who offers prayer at the sessions, a 
doorkeeper and & postmaster. About 
sixty committees are next elected to 
consider bills when referred to them 
by the speaker. Tlie committee* are 
composed of from & to 18 members the 
majority comprising each committee 
are of tho dominant party. 
Having 


completed the election of officers ane! 
committeet the house In 
ready 
for 


business. 
When conereu wu flrit organised, 


In 1780. the senators were divided Into 
three groups. 
As new states have 


been admitted tlie Kunators have been 
distributed -to these groups In such a 
way us to keep the jjroups as nearly 
ciiual us possible. The members of one 
group are elected each two years. This 
makes the senate a continuous body 
and no reorganization Is 
necessary. 


When a. new congress opens, the vice- 
president of the United States takes 
the chair and calls tho senate to or- 
der. 
A 
president 
pro tempore, 
to 


serve as presideut of the senate dur- 
ing the absence of the vice-president, 
is elected, the other offices similar to 
those in the house, take their places, 
tlie new senators are sworn in and the 
members of some 
sixty 
committees 


are elected and the senate is ready to 
do business. 
Bills, e>:cept those for raising rev- 


enue, may originate in either house of 
congress. Revenue bills must origin- 
ate in the House ot Representatives. 
This is due to the fact that the house 
represents the people and the people 
must pay the taxes. It was believed 
that the house would be most care- 
ful in placing tax burdens upon the 
public. 


A bill Is introduced by a. member of 
the house handing it to the speaker or 
of the senate to the president, If it is 
a public bill, and to the clerk if it Is 
a private bill. It is immediately re- 
ferred to the proper committee, that 
is the one organ. ;ed to consider that 
class of bills. 
The. committee, ma.v 


"pigeon-hole" the bill, that is give it 
no consideration at all? or it may 
hold 
hearings, 
examine 
witnesses, 


confer with interested persons, amend 
the bill, report it for passape'or for 
indefinite 
postponement. 
Because 


thousands of bills must be considered 
each session, the committee system is 
a necessity. 
The committees exer- 


cise a very great influence upon legis- 
lation. Since the rne-.ibers of congress 
are unable to study the 10,000 to 15,- 
000 bills introduced each cession, the 
recommendations of the committee:! 
are ratified in the vast majority of 
cases. 
The committee on rules prepare the 
dally calender, that is determine what 
bills reported by the regular commit- 
tee shall receive consideration by the 
house. Once upon the calender, a .bill 
passes to a second reading, engross- 
ment, and a third reading. The steps 
are the same in each house. 


When a bill has passed both houses 


of congress, it is submitte'd to 
the 
president of the United States. If he 
approves, he signs it and It becomes 
a law. If he does not ho returns it, 
with his objections, to the house in 
which it originated. If, after full con- 
sideration, two-thirds of the members 
of each house agree to pass it, the bill 
becomes a law the same as if the 
president had signed it. If any bill is 
not returned by the, president within 
ten days (excepting Sundays) after it 
is presented to him, it becomes a law 
the same as if he had signed it, unless 
congress by its adjournment prevents 
its return in which case it docs not 
become a law. 


Such is the process of making lawn.

recently broken out again. 


Several learned doctors have Issued pronounce- 


ments on the deadly possibilities of unhygienic 
osculation. 
From Paris comes the report that even o new 


disease has been caused hy kissing, and that the 
malady Is spreading. From the fragmentary In- 
formation giv\»n, the disease seems to be some- 
thing like pyorrhea, for the teeth are loosened, 
a,nd the g-ums are sore. 
At the same time, a doctor 
In this country 


urges that if people must kiss, at least they shou',d 
forego indulging in the morning Itiss, as germs— 
especially the germs of tuberculosis—are apt to 
be most virulently active in the mouth then. 


Medical objection to kissing In the 
morning 


might be made a convenient excuse from avoiding 
the perfunctory pecK o£ duty expected by some 
of your'relatives.' No doubt the family physician 
would be glad to furnish a certificate showing 
that you were not to engage In osculation until I 
one o'clock. 
. . . 
The doctor In question was probably chielly 


concerned'with the kissing of children,, a prac- 
tice which has long been looked upon'with dis- 
favor by sticklers for a germless existence. Chil- 
dren are much more susceptible to many kinds 
of disease germs than grown people. They have 
a great many so-called children's diseases, often 
unnecessarily, and while there! are 
no figures, 


some doctors hold that these diseases are fre- 
quently contracted'by kissing. 
* • • • » . 


The number' of bacteria you can catch by one 


kiss has been carefully calculated by a Vlenese 
physician. 
He found, presumably 
by counting 


them, that there are at least 40,000 microbes on 
one square centimeter of the human, lips. 
These 


bacteria may Include the germs of ecarlet fever, 
typhoid, • diphtheria, 
tuberculosis, 
and 
other 


clreaded diseases. 
It has been observed .that the 


mouths of children who .have fully recovered from 
diphtheria, are filled with the germs for a long 
time afterward. 
To kiss such a. child, and espe- 


cially for another child to kiss it, is to invite the 
disease, according to doctors opposed to kissing. 
They admit that it is possible to kiss a mouth 
reeking with all sorts of microbes and escape H1 
your body is strong- enough to throw oft the poi- 
sons. 
But then again you may be In a suscepti- 


ble condition, and the results are disastrous. 


Very Impressive, all of this. Eut even while 


your brain is struggling to picture-the horrors of 
40,000 bacteria huddled on a human lip, along 
comes another doctor and says that a thimble- 
ful of milk contains more bacteria than that, 
and a drink from an ordinary glass is far more 
microbius (i£ there is such a word) than a kiss 
from an ordinary person. 
_ 


Anyway, what could 'be done about It? 
His- 


tory shows that the desire to kiss Is deeply in-, 
grained in civilized humans so that it would be 
difficult to eradicate it. It is true that It no one 
had taught us how. to kiss we might never have 
discovered it for ourselves. It is not. an instinct, 
like laughing or crying. 
Some savage 
tribes 


know -nothing ot it. 
They do usually, however, 


have some method ot outwardly Indicating af- 
fection, such as the Malay kiss which consists of 
two people rubbing noses together. 


• * * * * 


But though kissing Is an integral part oC con- 


ventional conduct, it does seem to ;be .taking a 
smaller place in the social life of civilized coun- 
tries. It used to be the custom in England for a 
girl's partner to kiss her before giving her up at 
the end ot a danco to another man. 
Further 


back the lady of the-feudal castle kissed the feet 
of beggars, even leprous beggars, on certain re- 
ligious festivals. 
And to hark still further back 


into history, the worship -of many pagan gods 
and goddesses prescribed kissing some part of 
the image. 
.

The kiss of devotion, kissing between men,.and 


indiscriminate kissing at social functions have 
fallen off. Likewise, the kiss of casual friend- 
ship which is sti'.l prevalent ' among girls, is 
slowly losing popularity. 
At .one time in Eng- 


land it was customary for the hostess of the 
mansion to kiss her guests, men 'and women, on 
their arrival, departure, and whenever else it 
seemed courteous. 
This custom has long since 


died out, so far as the men are concerned. 


There remain with -us phiefly .the kisses of love 


and those of duty. These seem permanent to our 
civilization. 
Tot even they change. 
Here are 


the rules laid down by an authority on etiquette 
of the Victorian Age for the perfect kiss: 


"When a gentleman discovers that everything 


is propitious, he will politely take the right hand 
of the lady in his, then pass his-left graceful y 
over Tier right shoulder, and diagorfally down to 
her waist, accompanying this with a warm clasp, 
Cull oE magnetism and respect.
